Muskogee, I. T. Dec. 24 - An order 
telegraphed by the Department of the 
Interior was received by the Dawes 
Commission 
Saturday 
revising the 
boundary lines of the land which was 
recently ordered withdrawn from allot­ 
ment by the department and which 
has caused consternation in the Choc­ 
taw nation among the Indians, many of 
whom have already taken their allot­ 
ments in the preserve and made sub­ 
stantial improvements thereon. 
The order as first give , instead of 
running along the southern boundary 
of the pine timber land in the Choctaw 
Natkm, extended to the Red river bot­ 
tom, which is some of the finest agri­ 
cultural land in Indian territory, upon 
which, when properly cultivated, has 
never been known to make a crop 
failure of either cotton or corn. 
The line as it now runs, according to 
tha revision, nans about twenty-five 
north of Red river, or the first drawn 
boundary line- 
It is thought that the 
preserve will be cut down more yet,
